The 'Featherbedding1 Report 


There were several startling aspects to 


the report of a special presidential rail- 
road commission which has recommended 
the virtual abolition of '•featherbedding" 
practices in the railroad industry. The re- 
port to President Kennedy represented a 
far-reaching attempt to abolish many of 
the railroad industry's semi-sacred work 
rules. 


The major philosophy underlying the 


recommendations was best stated by the 
chairman of the commission. Judge Simon 
Kifkind, when he said. ''The choice was 
between a moribund industry destined to 
decline in importance, or a modern in- 
dustry, fit and in trim for competition." 


The l>member commission established 


by President 
Eisenhower in November, 


1960, was made up of five representatives 
of the railroads, five of the railroad unions 
snd five "public members." The report in 
the end was written by the five public 
members who approved it unanimously. 
Representatives of the unions walked out 
on the commission before the report was 
finalized. Representatives of the carriers 
did not agree in entirety with the report 
but expressed general approval. 


The railroad unions began attacking 


the report even before it was issued. They 
accused the public members of the com- 
mission of being "management oriented." 
They declared that the recommendations 
threatened 80.000 jobs on the railroads and 
claimed all of these jobs _ are "necessary." 
They immediately threatened a nationwide 
railroad strike. 


This kind of ta]k from the unions 


makes very clear to the public the type 
of adamant shortsighted thinking on the 
part of the unions which has been one 
major factor in creating the critical fi- 
nancial crisis in the railroad industry to- 
day. They apparently fail to realize that the 


Milk - The Perfect Food 


Milk, which long has been known as 


the perfect food, has been under fire re- 
cently from at least two directions with 
damaging results. Some persons with cer- 
tain health conditions avoid milk because 
it contains cholesterol which they wish to 
avoid. At the same time there has been 
much talk of milk becoming radioactive 
since grazing cows may pick up radio- 
active particles deposited on the grass. 


Recently, A. >I. Autrey. an expert on 


this subject at Auburn Umawrcity, stated 
that at the present fallout level a person 
would have to drink 10 gallons of milk 
per day to consume enough radioactive 
particles to injure health. Autrey made his 
study following Russia's explosion of a 50 
megaton bomb. Furthermore, the Auburn 
expert says, processing plants easily could 
filter out Strontium 90 which is the most 
feared element in radiation if the radio- 
activity ever increased sufficiently to make 
that necessary. 


While the possible dangers of drinking 


milk have been greatly overemphasized, 
it may be. of some interest to note the 
benefits that come to persons who drink 
milk. The U.S. Department of Agriculture 


only way that jobs in the railroad industry 
can be made secure is by creating an 
environment in which railroads can oper- 
ate profitably. The fact that total employ- 
ment in the railroad industry has declined 
by 300.000 jobs in the past decade is con- 
crete evidence that the present work rules 
do not provide security to railroad em- 
ployes. 


The commission's report is bound to 


stiffen the backs of railroad management 
in insisting on these changes in working 
practices which it has been seeking for a 
number of years. Fortunately there will be 
no immediate strike on these issues be- 
cause federal laws can be invoked to pro- 
vide a cooling off period during which 
the issues must be negotiated. 


This is the time for the railroad 


brotherhoods to sit down and re-examine 
their philosophy toward then- industry. 
There are a number of recommendations 
of the commission which are quite favor- 
able to railroad employes, such as modern- 
ization of the pay structure designed to 
raise the wages for about 75 per cent of 
the operating workers; new, shorter work 
week rules and overtime rules; and more 
uniform retirement practices. 


The unions can profit by these recom- 


mendations and also by freeing the rail- 
roads from the many restrictive feather- 
bedding practices to enable them to better 
meet the competition of other means of 
transportation. The unions also can unite 
with railroad management to insist on fair 
treatment for the railroads under federal 
and state regulations. 


As Judge Rifkind remarked, an early 


agreement can be reached to help put the 
rail industry back on its feet if both sides 
use the report "as a candle to light their 
way. and not as a radiator to heat them 
up."

obviously was not taken carelessly or with- 
out knowledge. It readily can be seen that 
milk is not an item to be quickly dropped 
from anyone's diet. If it is to be dropped, 
the items listed above must be supplied by 
other means which would be extremely 
difficult if not impossible.

Its purpose will be to try to keep 


the often-split party moving in one 
direction on important issues as 
frequently as possible. 


Administration-supporting liber- 


"a!s are behind the move, and for 
good reason. The conservative 
coalition of Southern Democrats 
and Republicans whipped them 
eight to five on key issues hi the 
House last year. 


The Democratic party is fre- 


quently embarrassed by the fact 
that it can't muster consistent 
support for the President, despite 
a 134-vote majority. 


On the Republican side of the 


aisle, an effective job of keeping 
the membership on a single course 
is performed by a 33-member 
poiicy committee. It meets every 
Tuesday, considers every major 
piece of legislation before the 
House, and sets the party line 
for most items. 


Avoids Questxw* 


Most House GOP members go 


along with its decisions. The 
policy committee inflates its bat- 
ting average a little by avoiding 
questions that m i g h t split the 
party ranks, but it is still im- 
pressive to envious Democrats. 


The Democrats feel that the 


formal structure of a policy com- 
mittee uon't work for them be- 
cause of the wider division of 
opinion within their party.

But party leaders reason that 


even if they can't successfully 
bind members to vote a particu- 
lar way. they can at least hold 
discussions and try to reach agree- 
ment among themselves. They 
can also plan strategic and tacti- 
cal matters.

It has often been said on Capitol

For ex- 
ample. it might be able to come 
up with an amendment that would 
weaken opposition. 


In cases where the conservative 


coalition bottles up a bill in com- 
mittee, the steering group could 
spearhead a drive to get it out 
with a discharge petition. Some* 
times, the mere threat of such a 
move is enough to loosen a stub- 
born committee's grasp. 


Follow Conscience 


Though maverick congressmen 


often claim that the noble thing 
to do is to follow conscience in- 
stead of party, the principle of 
a steering committee to promote 
party lovaity has long had the 
backing of political scientists. 


They reason that voters know 


where to put the praise or blame 
when a whole party is identified 
With an issue. 


With everyone headed in his own 


direction, 
they say.
